Cleric: A Fight to the Death 


Defiant Shiite’s militia ratehets up rebellion aeross Iraq 


NAJAF, IRAQ I Militant cleric Muqtada al- Sadr, 
whose Shiite militia has been battling U.S. 
forces across Iraq, warned Monday that he 
would fight “until the last drop of my blood 
has been spilled,” in his first appearance 
since the violence began. 

The five -day- old uprising by al- Sadr’s 
Mahdi Army began to affect Iraq’s crucial 
oil industry, as pumping to the southern 
port of Basra was halted because of mili- 


tant threats to infrastructure, an official 
with the South Oil Company said. 

In the holy city of Najaf, U.S. forces 
tried once more to drive militiamen out of 
a sprawling cemetery, and an American tank 
rattled up to within 400 yards of the Imam 
Ali Shrine, Najaf s holiest site, which fighters 
have reportedly been using as abase. 

While U.S. and Iraqi forces were trying to 
quell the eruption of Shiite violence, attacks 


by Sunni Muslim militants 
persisted around Baghdad: 
A suicide car bombing tar- 
geting a deputy governor 
killed six people, and a 
roadside bomb hit a bus, 
killing four. 

Al- Sadr’s vow to keep 
fighting was a defiant chal- 
lenge to interim Prime Minister AyadAllawi, 
who visited Najaf on Sunday and called on 
the Shiite militants to stop fighting, (ap)

Judge Cites 
Time Writer 
In CIA Probe 

WASHINGTONIA federal judge held a report- 
er for Time magazine in contempt of court 
Monday for refusing to testify before a grand 
jury investigating the leak of the identity of 
a covert CIA officer. 

In an order issued July 20 but not 
made public until Monday, U.S. District 
Judge Thomas F. Hogan ruled that Time’s 
Matthew Cooper and “Meet the Press” host 
Tim Russert were required to testify “regard- 
ing alleged conversations they had with a 
specified executive branch official.” 

NBC News issued a statement saying 
Russert already had been interviewed under 
oath by prosecutors under an agreement to 
avoid a protracted court fight. The interview 
concerned a July 2003 phone conversation 
he had with Vice President Cheney’s chief of 
staff, Lewis “Scooter” Libby. 

Time and Cooper, however, did not agree 
to an interview and plan to appeal. If Time 
loses its appeals. Cooper could be jailed and 
the magazine could be fined $1,000 a day. 

The probe concerns the leak last summer 
to syndicated columnist Robert Novak of the 
identity of CIA officer Valerie Plame. (ap)

could trace their locations. Sen. 
Charles E. Schumer of New York 
asked the White House homeland 
security adviser, Frances Townsend, 
to identify who provided to reporters 
last week the name of Mohammed 
Naeem Noor Khan, (ap)

4 Fired for Failing to Keep 
Xbox Suspect in Custody 

The state fired a probation officer 
and three supervisors Monday for 
allegedly failing to keep custody of 
an ex- convict who is the lead fig- 
ure in the deaths of six people last 
week over a dispute over an Xbox 
video game and clothes.

FBI Eyes Terror Methods 


Agency warns al Qaeda 
may attempt to use 
helicopters or limos 

WAS H I N GTO N I Al Qaeda may try to 
launch attacks in U.S. cities using 
helicopters or rented limousines 
packed with explosives as weap- 
ons, the FBI said in two nation- 
wide bulletins. 

Terror operatives could attempt 
to hijack commercial, charter or 
tourist helicopter flights and use 
them in suicide attacks against 
buildings, parades or sporting 
events, said one of the intelligence 
bulletins obtained Monday by The 
Associated Press. 


Helicopters and limousines could 
both help terrorists get closer to tar- 
geted buildings, the FBI warnings 
said. The warnings were sent Friday 
night by the FBI and the Homeland 
Security Department to 18,000 state 
and local law enforcement agencies, 
other government officials and pri- 
vate groups. 

Although the Bush administra- 
tion’s recent heightened terror alert 
was confined to financial institu- 
tions in New York, Newark, N. J., 
and Washington, the FBI said al 
Qaeda was interested in using heli- 
copters to attack “any densely popu- 
lated area of symbolic, economic or 
financial importance” in the United

Nichols 
Asks For 
Forgiveness 

MCALESTER, OKLA. I Oklahoma 
City bombing conspirator Terry 
Nichols, addressing a court for the 
first time, pledged his allegiance to 
Christianity and asked victims of 
the blast for forgiveness Monday as 
a judge sentenced him to l6l con- 
secutive life sentences. 

“Words cannot adequately 
express the sorrow I have had 
over the years for the grief that so 
many have endured and continue 
to suffer,” Nichols said from the 
witness stand. 

District Judge Steven Taylor 
gave Nichols life without parole 
on each of l6l counts of first- 
degree murder. 

Nichols had already been sen- 
tenced to life without parole in 1998 
on federal charges for the deaths 
of eight law enforcement officers 
killed in the April 19, 1995 bombing. 
Nichols, 49, never testified during 
his trials and said nothing after he 
was convicted in federal court, (ap)

Bush Rally Touts Tax Cuts 


President talks up 
his eeonomic policies 
at Va. campaign stop 

AN NAN DALE, VA. | President Bush 
stumped for votes and touted tax 
cuts Monday in northern Virginia, 
drawing more than 600 supporters 
and a few dozen Democratic pro- 
testers who said his presence in the 
traditionally Republican state is a 
sign his campaign is in trouble. 

Bush’s rally was designed to show 
how his policies have enabled indi- 
vidual Americans to take “owner- 
ship” of the economy and to high- 
light entrepreneurial success. 

Bush criticized Democratic pres- 
idential nominee John Kerry’s plan 
to eliminate the tax cuts for those 
making more than $200,000 a year, 
saying that “the rich in America

SALT LAKE CITY I A first-degree 
murder charge was filed Monday 
against Mark Hacking, who alleg- 
edly confessed to relatives that he 
shot his wife in the head and threw 
her body in a trash bin. 

Lori Hacking’s body has not been 
found, despite 
numerous searches 
of a local landfill. 

Hacking con- 
fessed to his broth- 
ers that early on 
July 19 he walked 
into the couple’s 
bedroom and fired a single shot in 
his wife’s head with a .22 -caliber 
rifle, according to a probable cause 
statement released Monday. 

He then wrapped her body in 
garbage bags and placed it in a 
trash bin about 2 a.m. that day, 
the statement said. He allegedly 
disposed of the gun in another

Yukos’ Legal Woes Return 

The embattled oil company Yukos 
suffered a double blow as bailiffs 
renewed their seizure of assets of 
its key production unit and a court 
rejected its appeal against the arrest 
of another subsidiary. The moves on 
Monday were the latest in a series of 
back-and-forth decisions that have 
sent the stock price of Russia’s larg- 
est oil producer on a rollercoaster 
ride and rattled world markets fear- 
ing a break in supplies, (ap) 

SAUDI ARABIA 

Hundreds Attend Open Court 
Hearing for Reformists 

In a rare open court hearing, three 
advocates of democratic reform 
appeared before a judge Monday on 
charges of sowing dissent and cre- 
ating political instability. Monday’s 
hearing was attended by about 200 
people. The open trial is the latest 
of a series of moves toward limited 
reform in Saudi Arabia, the boldest 
of which is a pledge to hold munici- 
pal elections in November, (ap) 

BALKANS 

Grave May Hold 350 Bodies 

Forensic experts said Monday they 
found a mass grave in the waste 
dump of a coal mine in eastern 
Bosnia, which they suspect may 
contain the bodies of about 350 
Muslims who disappeared from a 
detention center during the Bosnian 
war. Exhumations were expected to 
take two weeks. Experts so far have 
exhumed 16,500 bodies from more 
than 300 mass graves found since 
the end of the Bosnian war. (ap) 

MAURITANIA 

Pro-American Govt. Foils 
Coup by Military, Islamists 

Mauritania’s pro-U.S. government 
broke up a plot by military officers 
and radical Islamists to seize power 
in this heavily Arab West African 
nation, officials with the military and 
the ruling party claimed Monday. 
There was no confirmation from the 
government. Some accuse President 
Maaoya Sid’Ahmed Taya of exagger- 
ating any threat from Muslim hard- 
liners as a pretext to clamp down on 
the opposition and ingratiate himself 
with the United States, (ap) 


Chalabis Set Up Defense 


Murder, counterfeiting 
charges part of Iraqi 
conspiracy, they say 

BAGHDADI Ahmad Chalabi and his 
nephew vigorously denied counter- 
feiting and murder charges Monday, 
saying Iraqi warrants for their arrest 
were part of a conspiracy trumped up 
by Saddam Hussein loyalists. 

A former member of the U.S.- 
appointed Governing Council, 
Ahmad Chalabi once enjoyed strong 
U.S. ties. But he had a falling out 
with the Americans and was left out 
of Iraq’s interim government. His

nephew, Salem Chalabi, heads the 
special tribunal in charge of try- 
ing Saddam. 

The warrant against Ahmad 
Chalabi accused him of counter- 
feiting old Iraqi dinars, which 
were removed from circulation after 
Saddam’s ouster last year. Ahmad 


Chalabi, who was in Iran, said he 
collected the fake currency in his 
role as chairman of the Governing 
Council’s finance committee. “The 
charges are being made for politi- 
cal purposes,” he said. 

The warrant against Salem 
Chalabi named him as a suspect in 
the June murder of Haithem Fadhil, 
director general of the Finance 
Ministry. He said he’d never met 
Fadhil, whom he is accused of threat- 
ening over a real estate dispute. 

“I don’t own any properties in 
Iraq, I stay at a friend’s house. These 
allegations, to say the least, are ludi- 
crous.” JAMIE TARABAY (AP) 


Budget Spat Foils 
Israeli PM’s Bid 
To Build Coalition 

JERUSALEM I Ariel Sharon, the 
hawk, and Shimon Peres, the dove, 
agree on Israel’s need to pull out of 
Gaza, but an alliance between their 
two parties was held up Monday by 
a sharp disagreement over wheth- 
er Israel should be a welfare state. 

Coalition talks broke up over 
the 2005 state budget and welfare 
cuts. No further talks were sched- 
uled, hinting at a crisis. 

Sharon lost his parliamentary 
majority in June, alienating his right- 
wing constituency with his plan to 
pull all Israeli settlers out of Gaza 
and evacuate four in the West Bank. 
He was forced to turn for support to 
Labor Party leader Peres, who favors 
giving up most of the territories in 
exchange for peace, mark lavie (ap)

Accident at Japan Nuclear Plant Kills 4 


MIHAMA, JAPAN I Japan suffered 
its deadliest nuclear power plant 
accident Monday when a bursting 
pipe killed at least four workers and 
injured seven in another blow to the 
industry in a country already wor- 
ried about nuclear plant safety. 

No radiation was released when 
the boiling water and steam explod- 
ed from a cooling pipe at the plant 
in Mihama, a small city about 200 
miles west of Tokyo. Government 


officials said there was no need to 
evacuate the area. 

The steam leak followed a string 
of safety lapses and cover-ups at reac- 
tors, and Prime Minister Junichiro 
Koizumi vowed to launch a thorough 
investigationt. Fears about the safe- 
ty of the country’s 52 nuclear power 
plants soared in 1999, when a radia- 
tion leak northeast of Tokyo killed 
two workers and exposed hundreds 
to radiation, mari yamaguchi (ap)

Officials hold out hope

ATHENS, GREECE I The leaders of 
Iraq’s restored Olympic commit- 
tee held out hopes Monday that 
the games could achieve what has 
so far proved elusive in their home- 
land: a pause in the bombings and 
street battles. 

“It is possible,” said Tiras Odisho, 
director general of Iraq’s National 
Olympic Committee. “Iraqis are 
very sports -minded. When there is 
an important [soccer] match . . . you 
don’t see any fighting in Baghdad.” 

The committee’s president, 
Ahmed al-Sammarai, also gave 
a cautious prediction that the 
25 -member Iraqi team, the larg- 
est fielded since 1988, could unify 
the battered country into a state of 
“almost cease-fire.” 

Iraqi athletes will compete in 
soccer, weightlifting, judo, box- 
ing, taekwondo, swimming, box- 
ing and track and Held. The team’s 
only woman, sprinter Al’aa Hikmat, 
is set for the 100 and 200 meters. 

“We want to prove to the whole 
world that there is a normal life in 
Iraq,” said boxer Najah Salah Ali, 
who competes in the 10 6 -pound

To Talks on Crisis

CAIRO, EGYPT I Sudan agreed 
Monday to take part in peace talks 
to resolve the crisis in its western 
region of Darfur, where purport- 
ed state -backed Arab militias are 
accused of killing thousands of 
African villagers. 

Sudan’s acceptance came a day 
after Nigerian President Olusegun 
Obasanjo, in his capacity as African 
Union chairman, offered to host the 
talks on what has been called the 
world’s worst humanitarian crisis. 
Obasanjo invited the Sudanese gov- 
ernment and rebel negotiators to 
meet in Nigeria starting Aug. 23, an 
African Union spokesman said. 

“We welcome and will partici- 
pate in the talks,” Sudanese Foreign 
Minister Mustafa Osman Ismail 
said in Cairo on Monday. 


Repeated attempts to get com- 
ment from the rebels on Obasanjo’s 
invitation were unsuccessful. 

The 18 -month conflict began 
when black Africans in Darfur rose 
up against the government, claim- 
ing discrimination in the distribu- 
tion of the region’s scarce resources. 
Since then, Arab militias have gone 
on a rampage, destroying villages. As 
many as 30,000 people have been 
killed, and 1 million people have 
been forced to flee their homes, 
according to the United Nations. 

Ismail, the Sudanese for- 
eign minister, said Monday that 
the death toll was exaggerated. 
“The maximum of our estima- 
tion for those who died until now 
doesn’t exceed 5,000,” Ismail said.

They were billed as two 
kids, brother and sister, “full of vital- 
ity and creativity, perhaps mischie- 
vous and hence lovable.” 

Their bloodlines were impeccable, 
too. Phevos was named for Apollo, the 
Greek god of light and music. Athena 


was the goddess of wisdom. 

But in the pantheon of Olympic 
mascots, the Greek duo remains head 
and shoulders — ifthey actually had 
shoulders — above the most-reviled 
Olympic mascot ever, Izzy of the 199b 
Summer Games in Atlanta. 

Izzy was short for Whatizit, 
and there were plenty of answers 
for that. Announcer Bob Costas 
maligned the mascot as “a genetic 
experiment gone horribly, ghastly

NEA IONIA, GREECE I As relatives tell 
it, it was the stuff of Greek trage- 
dy: A love -struck young man threw 
himself off his balcony Monday, two 
days after a quarrel prompted his 
girlfriend — a member of Greece’s 
Olympic judo team — to jump from 
the same spot. 

Giorgos Chrisostomides, 24, was 
on life -support at an Athens hos- 
pital with injuries to his head and 
back.

Do you have any tips on how to get 
started? I need to lose 50 lbs, but it 
all feels so daunting.

Well, you have the most impor- 
tant equipment: desire. The next 
step is taking steps — lots of them 
in a row. Go walking. This will be 
a lot easier with a buddy, preferably 
someone with fitness goals so they 
don’t cancel on you. Also, consider 
buying a pedometer. Many walk- 
ing advocates say they are addictive 
and really increase your amount of 
walking; you should be able to find 
one for $20 to $30. Be patient with 


yourself You won’t lose 50 lbs in two 
months, but you’ll build your cardio 
endurance, some leg strength and 
enjoy the outdoors. And one day you 
might just break into a jog.

A Hit in Two Worlds 


Miami’s JD Natasha brings grit and attitude to her bilingual rock 


NEW FACES I She started singing 
in her crib, banging a tambourine 
with the church choir at age 5 and 
writing songs at 11. 

Now 16, singer- songwriter JD 
Natasha has a raw rocker sound, 
rangy voice and angst-filled lyrics 
— and her first album, “Imperfecta/ 
Imperfect.” 

Released in July, JD Natasha’s 
album includes 11 songs in Spanish 
and three in English. Her bilingual- 
ism is allowing her to bust into two 
markets at the same time. 

EMI Latin President Jorge Pino 
signed her up after one listen. A 
neighbor of his knocked on his door 
at 10:30 p.m. and told him, code- 
like, “The hairdresser’s daughter 
is a good singer.” 

Pino’s house was being remod- 
eled, so he put a demo in the work- 
ers’ dusty boombox and listened.

Don’t expect cookie-cutter, 
bubble-gum pop from dark-haired 
Natasha, who sings that “I’m not a 
plastic Barbie/I have a soul.” 

“I was always leaning toward 
the rock side,” Natasha said. “I

don’t see myself doing Britney 
Spears stuff... I’ve always writ- 
ten about life.” 

She claims alternative gods 
Nirvana and the Cure, David 
Bowie, Radiohead and Bob Marley 
as influences, and she projects a 
Chrissie Hynde-Joan Jett look with 
a youthful, rebellious edge. 

Her powerful voice belies her 
tiny stature, as does her pres- 
ence in two videos, the English- 
language “Imperfect” and the 
Spanish “Lagrimas” (“Tears”). 
The album also features a stirring 
acoustic remake of OutKast’s hit 
“HeyYa.” 

“Always feeling high/Losing 
sense of time/Drunk off my 
imperfections/ril never be all 
right,” she sings in “Imperfect.” 

Critics are lauding lyrics that 
seem too mature for the 16 -year- 
old, who plays piano and gui- 
tar and started writing songs in 
English, but learned to pen them 
in Spanish.

Radical Rock 



Politically outspoken 
bands are getting 
major-label attention 

INDUSTRY I For ten years, the 
Pittsburgh punk-rock band Anti- 
Flag has toiled on the fringes of the 
musical mainstream. Independent 
record labels have carried the 
group’s politically charged message 
to fans. The group has toured inces- 
santly, traveling in a cramped van 
to less-than- cushy clubs. 

All the while, Anti-Flag has 
encouraged its teenage fans to 
become involved in left-wing 
politics through songs like “Their 


System Doesn’t Work for You.” 

The quartet’s radical oeuvre 
and modest sales would seem to 
place it squarely at odds with the 
major record labels. But Anti-Flag 
has become the subject of a furious 
bidding war, with offers in excess of 
$500,000 for a single album, said 
its lawyer, Anita Rivas. 

Battles for bands like Anti-Flag 
demonstrate the burgeoning com- 
mercial potential for music that was, 
until recently, deemed too partisan 
or controversial. 

Record companies have not nec- 
essarily feared backlash. “The big- 
gest problem with political music 
has not been that it’s controversial. 


but that it’s boring,” said Danny 
Goldberg, a music executive well 
known for his liberal views, who 
is now president of the independent 
label Artemis Records. “The risk is 
that maybe it won’t sell.” 

Tom Sarig, who manages Against 


Me, a Florida quartet, said that 
the reaction among young fans to 
their politically potent messages 
is “almost religious.” “The majors 
are transfixed by that,” Mr. Sarig 
said. “They have to get in on it.”

A Novel Takes Careful Aim 


‘Checkpoint’ is an unsettling dialogue about killing the president 


BOOKS I Give Nicholson Baker this 
much: He knows how to grab on 
to the national consciousness and 
squeeze. 

“Vox” (1992), a 176 -page, hot- 
pink transcript of an erotic tele- 
phone conversation, dragged the 
notion of phone sex into the main- 
stream and figured in the Clinton- 
Lewinsky mess. “The Fermata” 
(1994) made explicit lewdness 
into just another plot device. 

Now, just when you thought the 
brouhaha over Michael Moore’s 
movie was over and we could all 
settle down to an August of watch- 
ing “The Manchurian Candidate” 
and listening to the presidential 
candidates trade insults, the lit- 
erary community has produced 
its own campaign- season flash- 
point: Baker’s taut, fictional med- 
itation on one man’s desire to kill 
President George W. Bush. 

The deeply unsettling 
“Checkpoint” (Knopf) takes the 
form of a spare, almost Socratic 
dialogue between two friends, 
Ben and Jay. Their tension: Jay is 
determined to do away with the 
president. An appalled Ben doesn’t 
want him to. 

Ben is summoned to a hotel 
room to see his friend and is let 
in on the scheme. What follows is 
an astonishing, often uncomfort- 
able conversation about a topic 
that — particularly in these jum- 
bled days — is pretty risky even

to be discussing. The very refer- 
ence in the text to “a Bush-seeking 
bullet” is enough to make a reader 
look over his shoulder to see who’s 
watching. 

“Sometimes you reach a point 
where you realize that millions of 
tiny individual decisions are con- 
densed into one man,” Jay tells Ben. 
“That’s what I’m up against.” 

As usual. Baker’s prose is dead- 
on. Like a hyper-urban David 
Mamet, he has demonstrated a 
distinctive talent for capturing the 
cadence and wry wit of the modern 
intelligentsia in conversation. 

Whether he shares the anti- 
Bush outrage or not (it seems pretty 
clear that he does). Baker manag- 
es to channel it into his extended 
dialogue in a manner that fumes 
without boiling over into something 
overwrought. 

Jay’s musings straddle moral 
outrage and mental instability, 
never veering too far into either. 
As a character represented only 
by his utterances, he is a spokes- 
man for what could happen. Ben — 
sometimes bewildered, sometimes 
intrigued — is our representative in 
the piece. He reacts as we would: 
“You’re scaring me, man. Let me 
see your pupils.” 

Repugnant though it often 
feels, “Checkpoint” is a ripped- 
from-the-headlines docudrama 
for the printed page, a timely and 
tense screed for a divided country 
hurtling toward who-knows-where.

Film Beauty Fay Wray Dies 



Fay Wray fought against — and then 
accepted — the “King Kong” legacy. 


APPRECIATION | Fay Wray, whowon 
everlasting fame as the damsel held 
atop the Empire State Building by 
the giant ape in the 1933 film classic 
“King Kong,” has died, a close friend 
said Monday. She was 96. 

Wray died Sunday at her 
Manhattan apartment, said Rick 
McKay. There was no official cause 
of death. 

During a career that started in 
1923, Wray appeared with such 


stars as Ronald Colman, Gary 
Cooper and Spencer Tracy, but she 
was destined to be linked with Kong 
in movie fans’ minds. 

“I used to resent ‘King Kong,”’ 
she remarked in a 1963 interview. 
“But now I don’t fight it anymore. I 
realize that it is a classic, and I am 
pleased to be associated with it.” 

After appearing in Erich von 
Stroheim’s 1928 silent “The Wedding 
March,” playing a poor Viennese girl 


abandoned by her lover, a playboy 
prince, Wray became a much- 
employed leading lady. In 1933, 
she appeared in 11 films with a 
variety of male co-stars. 

In 1980, she spoke of roles of 
that period: “In those days ... lead- 
ing ladies were not supposed to be 
funny but were supposed to stand 
there and look beautiful. That 
was frustrating as an actress.”

Metro Q&A 


Washington Post staff writer LYNDSEY LAYTON was online Monday to answer 
questions about Metrorail and Metrobus | washingtonpost.com/liveonline 


I’m a daily bus rider who has long 
pondered this question. The bus 
announces the names of streets as 
it drives by them. How does it know 
where it is? Is it pre-programmed? 
Does the bus driver push a button at 
each intersection, or what? 

Global positioning device. 

Does Metro have a long-term cap- 
ital improvement plan that would 
allow for upgrading various facili- 
ties? I’ve noticed there is no real 
effort to repair structural damage 
such as the discolorations on the 
walls from water and leaks other 
than appropriately placed pails. 

Metro does have a long-term 
capital program; it just doesn’t 
have much long-term capital 
money. And often the priorities of 
the long-term program get shifted 
around, depending on what’s per- 
ceived as the most pressing prob- 
lem. That water issue to which you 
refer is a good example — about 
four years ago it was flagged as an 
urgent problem but has seeming- 
ly fallen to a back burner as other 
problems garnered more attention. 
Drip, drip, drip. 


Rumor has it that Metro will be put- 
ting ATM machines into some sta- 
tions. Is this true and if so, when? 

Yes, that’s true. As part of its new 
strategy to earn more money from 
advertising and other sources, Metro 
plans to rent space inside stations to 
banks for ATM machines. It also is 
considering renting kiosk space for 
dry cleaners, shoe cobblers and other 
non-food services. But the agency is 
just now receiving bids and hasn’t 
announced any deals, so it’s hard to 
say when this will happen. My guess 
is late this year, early ’05. 

What is Metrorail’s policy for deal- 
ing with sick passengers on trains? 

If the passenger can get off the 
train under his or her own steam, 
Metro tries to get the passenger 
onto a platform and resume train 
movement. But if the sick passen- 
ger cannot move, the train has to 
stay in the station until medical 
help arrives.
